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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 3 is allowed. Note that the title will be changed to U A polynucleotide encoding a 
human Nit2 protein" to more accurately identified the current invention. 



2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 because 37 
CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) states that each sequence disclosed must appear separately in the 
Sequence Listing and in the text of the description and claims whenever described. For example, 
12 amino acid sequences are described in Figure 1, yet only 8 amino acid sequences are 
disclosed within the Sequence Listing. Additionally, Figure Ts legend bridging pages 7-8 needs 
to be amended to indicate what SEQ ID NOs (or what position numbers from the disclosed SEQ 
ID NOs) are being referenced in Figure 1. Note that SEQ ID NO: 1 1 is not currently described 
within the specification, and that those sequences listed in Figure 1 do not represent the complete 
sequences disclosed as SEQ ID NOs. Page 14 (1 st pp) also needs to be amended to indicate the 
appropriate SEQ ID NOs being described in Figure 1. Note also that a new Sequence Listing, 
CRF and the appropriate statements related to no new matter is requried, as indicated in the 
attached. See MPEP 2422 & 243 1 . 



3. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 1935 C D. 1 1, 453 O.G. 213. Therefore, changing SEQ ID NO: 8 is not permitted.
